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Continuation of 13. Other: Copy of claims submitted will be entered, they are the same claims previously considered in the last action. 
Applicant's arguments filed 10/2/06 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Tracy teaches changing the amount put 
towards the progressive jackpot for the amount wagered. The progressive controller is fully capable of changing for the amount wagered. 
It was argued that Tracy is set by a user and if a fixed percentage. Tracy teaches taking a different percentage from a different amount of 
a wager, such as a dollar machine will take a different percentage from a dollar wager than the nickel machine. Where this teaches that 
different wagers contribute different percentages of the wager towards the progressive jackpot. Tracy is also accomplishing the same task 
as the claimed invention. It is well known to have different percentages of a wager go towards a pool depending upon how much was 
wagered, also the payouts change according to the amount wagered. It is known in the art to have machines where the user can change 
the standard bet, the invention of Tracy would then recalculate for the new wager amount and change the percentage. In the examiners 
view Tracy anticipates the claimed invention.. 
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
